Besides num- 
erous factories.

THE CANAL TREATY. 


The action of the Colombian «enate 


in rejecting the canal treaty is certain- 
ly unfortunate. It presents two bad 
features. One Is that the C'olomoian 
government made no effort to have 3t 
adopted, and the treaty was not cham- 
pioned on the floor of the senate, the 
vote against it being unanimous. This 
would indicate that 
the 
CoiomWan 


government never had any expectation 
of its ratification or any desire for it. 
The other IB that the action of the Co- 
lombian senate was due to objection 
to surrendering sovereignty over the 
canal strip. 
If this is in good faith 


the question of compensation will be 
immaterial 


It. iw manifestly necessary that the 


United States should have control of 
this strip if it builds the canal. 
It .is 


to he responsible for its maintenance 
and protection and it could not per- 
form its duties in these respects in the 
territory of a foreign nation. Whether 
the cession be in the lorm of a lease 
or otherwise, it means control by our 
government, and it is likewise mani- 
fesi. that the canal will be built by our 
government or not. at all. It is also 
very certain that 'uur government is 
going to build a canal, and that it will 
not be "held up" by Colombia as to 
compensation. 


These considerations leave a choice 


of two courses—to go outside of Co- 
lombia or to force our way through 
Colombia by one mode or another. If 
we go outside of Colombia we must 
take Nicaragua route, for there is no 
other- Of the half dozen routes that 
lave oeen proposed at various times. 
all lie within Colombian territory ex- 
cept the Nicarapuan 
route. In our 


opinion that route is not practicable. 


ai least not desirable. 
It may 


serve as a club for '..oiombia. but from 
tbe engineering points of view of con- 
struction, maintenance and operation, 
opinion against it has been growing 
steadily, and we doubt that the United 
States government will ever consider 
it seriously. 


The simplest plan of coercing Colom- 


bia would be inciting a revolution ia 
Panama and Costa Rica and support- 
ing the 
fnsurreirtionary government. 


That is what European nations have 
been doing to accomplish their ends. 
it is hypocritical "but it preserves ap- 
pearances, and in this case it would 
be almost justifiable. !n fact, an in- 
dependent isthmian government, tree 
from South American 
control 
and 


closely allied with the United States, 
would be contemi>jat.ad

monnrp was plowed under and the 
ground left idle" till May 1. 1902. I then, 
laid off four small plats ten feet square 
adjrtinfnR eaich other. AU of them were 
sown to alfalfa. The two farther south 
were untreated. One of those on the 
north side was treated with fifteen 
pounds of unslaf ked lime, and ihe other 
was untreated^ with the exception that 
two pounds of dirt from an old alfalfa 
field containing tubercles was spread 
mxra a strip two feet wide on the west 
side. 


R«*alt* of Experiment*. 


The alfalfa cume up nicely upon' ail 


the plats. In almut six weeks the alfal- 
fa on the untreated soil began to turn 
yellow and practir-ully quit growing. 
On the limed plat It continued to grow, 
but did not have a bright jriw»n color. 
Ou the Inoculated strip of soil the alfal- 
fa had a rich, dark creen color, jrrew 
nicely, and about the middle of the 
summer the green strip be^an to JTTOW 
wider. Examination of the roots showi-d 
them to be bountifully supplied with 
nodules. At the end of the growing sea- 
son last year the green ^trip had grown 
to be five or six feet wide The alfalfa 
on the limed part was still a px>d stand, 
though having a pale sreen color, while 
the alfalfa on. the two plats untreated 
had gradually died out till thez« was 
practically none left, nntl what little 
conld be seea was entirely killed by the 
winter. 


Last spring the alfalfa on the inocu- 


lated plat started out with a dark 
grwn color, and this folor showed a 
decided tendency to npre«d rapidly, 
soon <'ov<>n.UK tile remainder of the 
plat a»<l beginning tn encroach upon 
the limed plat 
The alfalfa on the 


limed plat still retained its pale green 
color, grew slowly and showed a tend- 
ency to die out. On May 25 the alfal- 
fa on the inoculated soil was eighteen. 
inches high, while that on the limed 
plat, not yet reached by the bacteria, 
was not over eight inches high. 
In 


a very short time the bacteria had 
spread nvia a strip two feet wide over 
a dHnuw of twenty feet and had 
covered all the liuied plat except about 
three feot on one corner. This certain- 
ly demonstrates the fact that alfalfa 
can be successfully grown by inoculat- 
ing the fields that do not contain tmc- 
terla with a small quantity of soil from 
a field known to have them.— Kansas 
Farmer.
